$77,032 Subscribed Toward $350,000 
Hospital Fund Drive; 'Kick-Off' Dinner Is 
Held In Hotel Gettysburg Wednesday Night IN TOWNSHIP 


With more than 22 per cent of 
the 
fund 
already 
assured 
the 
Annie 
M. 
Warner 
Hospital 
Wednesday night launced a $350,- 
000 building fund drive to com­ 
plete the coristruction of the new 
surgical floor, the third phase of 
an expansion program initiated in 
1955. 
At a dinner meeting in the Hotel 
Gettysburg representative citizens 
of Adams County and near-by 
Maryland 
communities 
learned 
that the members of the hospital’s 
medical staff have again accepted 
IO per cent of the $350,000 objec­ 
tive as their share; that the Wom­ 
en’s Auxiliary recently voted a 
$10,000 contribution, a few mem­ 
bers of the board and other in­ 
terested citizens have made ad-' 
Vance subscription of $29,575, and 
the hospital employes, who have 
just started their solicitation, al­ 
ready have $2,457 from 24 em­ 
ployes, an indication of full sup­ 
port of the program by the “hos­ 
pital family.” 
Thus on the first day of the 
campaign the fund stands at $77,- 
432, or 22.1 per cent of its mini­ 
mum objective. 
"IS FINAL STEP" 
In outlining the plans for the 
building program now under way, 
Philip M. Jones, a member of the 
building committee and treasurer 
of the hospital, said. “This is the 
third and final step of the three- 
phase program. The citizens of 
Adams County and nearby Mary­ 
land have already supplied the 
funds for the first and second 
stages. They responded in 1955 to 
foe appeal for $250,000 to build 
the new North Wing which was 
placed in service in 1956, and 
again in 1957 when they pledged 
more than $350,000 which, when 
supplemented by a federal grant, 
met the cost of the new South 
Wing and power plant.” 
Jones pointed out that since the 
contributions 
made 
by 
public- 
spirited citizens toward the origi­ 
nal building in 1919, no general 
appeal for building funds had been 
made until 1955. The Christian H. 
Musselman 
Annex 
was 
built 
through the generosity of the Mus­ 
selman Family and Foundation in 
1946. This brought the hospital 
bed capacity to 74. 
ADOPT BUILDING PROGRAM 
In 1955 when the demand for 
hospital care had increased to 
such an extent that the hospital 


Adoption of Cumberland Town­ 
ship’s zoning ordinance would in 
no way affect any present use of 
buildings, the township’s planning 
commission noted today.

The new 
department which will be on the 
second floor of the North Wing 
will have two major operating 
rooms, as well as one for minor 
surgery and an orthopedical or 
fracture 
room. 
Intensive 
post 
operative care will result from 
the new 
lo bed recovery room 
with special “quiet” and isolation 
areas. 
RAPID STERILIZATION 
Future patients can be assured 
that strong emphasis has been 
placed on surgical safety. The 
movement of aseptically treated 
supplies 
will 
be controlled 
at 
each point to prevent the slight­ 
est risk of infection. Sterile sup­ 
plies will be available to all de­ 
partments at all hours (rf the day 
because (rf the installation of a 
modern efficient central sterile 
supply section equipped with mod­ 
ern autoclaves for rapid steriliza­ 
tion.

The source gave this' assess­ 
ment of the situation in Orients, 
Cuba's largest and most populous 
province: 
For a public uprising, the peo­ 
ple need a rallying point.

FIRE POLARIS 
1,150 MILES 
FROM U. S. SUB 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—The successful firing of a Po­ 
laris missile from the nuclear 
submarine Robert E. Lee indi­ 
cates the Navy has solved rob­ 
le ms which plagued some earlier 
underwater 
launches 
of 
the 
rocket. 
TU' Lee unleashed the Polaris 
over a 1,150-mile course Wednes­ 
day. 
The 
Defense 
Deart mer*, 
sticking to a new policy, declined 
to announce test results, but in­ 
formed .sources reported all flight 
objectives were achieved. 
This was the second straight 
successful submarine launching of 
the Polaris since the Navy an­ 
nounced it had made a relatively 
minor change designed to elimi­ 
nate difficulties which effected the 
missile when it was launched 
from undersea. 
IO GOOD FIRINGS 
Before the change was made, 
four submarines launched a total 
of 18 missiles, IO of them success­ 
ful.

NEW YORK (AP)—Those conv 
mercials-filled moment* between 
TV programs may soon be even 
longer and more commercials- 
filled than ever. 
The 
American 
Broadcasting

grams next season from 30 to 42 
seconds. If it goes through with 
it« plans, the other two competi­ 
tive networks will be forced to 
follow suit. 
Meanwhile, the expansion is 
causing a fierce behind-the-scenes 
controversy, particularly by spon­ 
sors ct’ network programs, who 
feel it is done at their expense. 
THEORY VS. PRACTICI 
hi theory, station breaks are 
designed to give local broadcast­ 
ing stations an opportunity to 
identify themselves between pro­ 
grams. 
In practice, most stations use 
a few seconds to flash their call 
letters on the home screens—and 
devote the rest of the time to 
profitable local commercials. And 
although the television code of the 
National Association of Broad­ 
casters, to which most subscribe, 
state* specifically that station 
breaks shall include “not more 
than two announcements,” they 
are often jammed with three short 
commercials, 
a 
frowned-upon 
practice called “triple-spotting." 
Network advert users deplore the 
plan because they figure the extra 
seconds will be taken from their 
programs. Oliver Treyz, president 
of ABC. defends it on the ground 
it will provide extra revenue for 
local stations.

Eisenhower sent in

even though Lebanon is just a 
hop-skip-and-jump from 
Russia. 
Mow when Fidel Castro, in the 
American front yard, wants Rus­ 
sian help, the United States tells 
the Soviets to keep out. 
While Lebanon wasn’t invaded. 
Cuba has been—although Kenne­ 
dy says Americans are taking no 
part in it. 
Last July, long before Castro’s 
government was invaded, Khrush­ 
chev not only pledged him full 
support against attack but threat­ 
ened this country with rockets. 
Eisenhower, in a warning just 
as

Then Kennedy, who has been 
leaning over backwards to sound 
non-belligerent and get along with 
Khrushchev, belted him with this 
for extra: “ What your govern­ 
ment believes is its own business;

world business.” 
The 
“ inter-American 
system 
to which Kennedy referred is the 
sam e one 
Eisenhower 
had 
in 
mind. Its roots go back 137 years 
in American history. 
In a message to Congress Dec. 
2. 1823. President Jam es Monroe 
said North and South America 
are henceforth not to- be consid­ 


ered as subject* for future colon­ 
ization by any European pow­ 
ers.” 
MONROE DOCTRINE 
This became known aa the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine. It kept European 
powers from 
moving 
into the 
Western Hemisphere after that. 
Thirteen year* ago at Rio de 
Janeiro 
the 
American 
nations 
went one step further. 
Instead of relying on the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine alone — which put 
the burden of protection on the 
United States — they signed an 
agreement of “reciprocal assist­ 
ance.” Eventually 21 American 
republics signed. 
Simply it pledged them to take 
mutual action against any at­ 
tempt by an outside power which 
threatened the sovereignty of any 
of the 21 signers or otherwise en­ 
dangered hemisphere peace. 
CUBA WAS SIGNATORY 
If Russia did try to help Cas­ 
tro it is qustionable whether all 
the signers of the treaty would 
join with the United States in any 
action it took against Soviet inter­ 
vention in Cuba. 
There has been a lot of dem­ 
onstrating in Latin America these 
past few days over the invasion 
of Cuba. Cuba itself was a signs 
tory to the treaty before Castro 
took over in 1969. 
The Kennedy stand may be 
enough to discourage Khrushchev 
from any adventure* on Castro * 
behalf. 
But, judging from the 
statement Khrushchev made Tues­ 
day, it seems a good guess he’ll 
now make trouble elsewhere. 
REFER TO CEASE FIRE 
In hi* message to Kennedy, 
promising Castro support, he said 
“we are sincerely interested in 
a relaxation of international ten­ 
sion. but if others aggravate it, 
we shall reply in full measure. 
And in general it is hardly pc* 
sible to handle matters in such 
a way as to settle the situation 
and extinguish the conflagration 
in one area and kindle a new 
conflagration in another.”

udoubtedly 
was 
talking 
about Kennedy * effort* to get 
Russia to agree to a cease-fire 
in Laos. Just two days ago this 
country' said Russia’s ideas on a 
cease-fire don’t go far enough. 
Khrushchev has been stalling on 
the cease-fire while the Commu­ 
nist guerrillas in Laos try to gob­ 
ble up more of the country. Now 
Khrushchev is likely to put the 
heat on Laos for fair, and may­ 
be some place else, too.

Mrs. Newman had pleaded guil­ 
ty on Monday to aiding her admit­ 
ted lover, Felix Wade Horner, 36, 
in the fatal shooting of her hus­ 
band, Donald, 35, in the couple’s 
home where Horner was a board­ 


er on Dec. 14, 1969. 
Horner, and Mrs. Newman’s 
brother, Richard E. Bechtel, 20, of 
Harrisburg, accused of being sum­ 
moned from Harrisburg to help in 
disposing of the body, also have 
been indicted on murder charges 
but the date for their trial has not 
been set. Bechtel is accused of 
supplying the murder weapon and 
helping Horner bury the body in a 
shallow grave in the basement of 
the home.
